DETAILED ACTION 

The following is a first action on the merits of application serial no. 1 0/080,71 1 , 
filed on February 25, 2002. 

Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement filed on February 25, 2002 has been 
acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

As to claim 1 , lines 6 and 7 recite "a controller that determines that the system is 
in a state where the system is not allowed to stop the drive power source" and in lines 9 
and 10 this limitation is repeated again. It is unclear as to why the limitation is repeated 
• again. Upon continually reading the claim, the examiner thinks that applicant is saying 
that the controller first determines if the system is not allowed to stop the drive power 
source and controls the driven device to reduce a load on the drive power source if the 
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controller determines that the system is not allowed to stop the drive power source. If 
this is the case, then please clarify. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kuroda 
et al ('259). As to claims 1,10,11 and 1 8, Kuroda et al discloses an engine start stop 
control including, 

a driven device (12) driven by a drive power source (10), 
a system (via line 1 8a) controlling a rotating and stopping of the drive power 
source according to a predetermined condition (column 5, lines 54 and 55), 

a detection for a request to start or stop the drive power source (Figures 4A, 4B), 
a control system (Figures 7-10) using predetermined conditions which have to be 
met for the drive power source to be allowed to stop or start wherein the driven device is 
shifted to a low speed or neutral to reduce a load on the drive power source according 
to the conditions being met for the drive power source to be allowed to stop or start. 

As to claims 2, 3 and 12, Kuroda et al discloses a transmission as the driven 
device for transferring power from the driven power source to the wheels (14) of a 
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vehicle through a power transfer device (clutch) and shifts to a low speed or neutral to 
reduce a load on the drive power source to control torque to the wheels. 

As to claims 4, 5, 13 and 14, Kuroda et al discloses rotating members (which can 
be shafts from the drive power source to the driven device to the wheels) for transferring 
power from the drive power source to the wheels of the vehicle through a power transfer 
device in the form of a clutch (which can be a fluid friction clutch) and a control system 
reducing a load on the drive power source by controlling friction of the power transfer 
device (column 8, lines 29-32). 

As to claims 6 and 1 5, Kuroda et al discloses the drive power source not being 
allowed to stop when at least one of the conditions are not met (which could be a failure 
or abnormality of one of the conditions). 

As to claims 7, 8, 9, 16 and 17, Kuroda et al discloses an accessory that can 
request or not request power from the drive power source when the drive power source 
is not allowed to stop for driving the wheels of the vehicle (Figures 3A and 3B (CA8 and 
CB10).
